A Personal Testimony.

While there is a 
difference of opinion among wiBe men 
as to whether alcohol may not some­ 
times be given medicinally with beno. 
ficial results, there seems to be u n a n ­ 
imity that its use in any other way is 
only harmful 
As a man I may be in 
different to my physical condition in 
some respects, and be willing to pay 
the cost of certain indulgences; but as 
a Christian I ain not at liberty to do 
this, for if I am to glorify God in my 
body, that body must be at its host a l­ 
ways.

W. T. Blackburn of 
Paris, 
Edgar 
county, Illinois, has studied the ques­ 
tion of hard roads as to their value 
In dollars and cents to the farmer, 
and here Is what he says about It: 


I recently observed 
the revenue 
from two separate farms of 820 acres 
each located In the corn belt of Illi­ 
nois, oue at the end of a four-mile 
brick paved road; the other at the end 
of a four-mile mud road. 
T hese farms 
should produce under the ordinary ro­ 
tation of crops annually 268 tons of 
corn, 80 tons of oats and 120 tons of 
hay, or 480 tons In the aggregate fro 
be delivered over four m iles of road­ 
way. 
On the brick road there has 
been delivered l l tons of grain in one 
trip by one team, using five wagons 
while on the earth road two tons were 
all that could be delivered by a Simi 
Jar team. 
T he haul being four m iles in both 
cases, and as they could make three 
trips a day, 24 m iles team travel, the 
team on the earth road could deliver 
six tons per day at a cost for team and 
wagon of $4.50, thus making a cost of 
75 cents per ton for the four-mile 
haul. 
On the brick road the delivery 
was 38 tons per day at a cost of 19.7 
cents per ton on a four-mile haul. 
A 
difference of 55 cents per ton in the 
cost of delivery In favor of the brick 
road, or a difference of $264 on the 480 
tons delivered. 
This is only a small percentage of 
the actual loss to the farmer living on 
the earth road, as he has had to sell 
his grain at a time when the roads 
Were in condition that it could be de­ 
livered without regard to the price of 
his product. 
From actual experience it has been 
demonstrated that this would repre­ 
sent a loss of $1.50 per ton on corn, 
$2.50 per ton on oats. and $5 per ton 
on his hay, making a loss in the aggre­ 
gate of $920 on account of not being 
able to deliver at the best market 
price 
"This, with the loss in cost of deliv­ 
ery, makes $1,184, or IO per cent on an 
Investment of $11,840, an increase in 
value of $36 per acre on his 320-acrs 
farm. 
This represents the investment in a 
nine-foot brick highway that has cost 
the taxpayers of the township $10,000 
per mile, or lf all of the principal 
highways of the township could be Im­ 
proved, would only represent a tax on 
all of the property, or IO per acre. 
“These brick roads are not a liabili­ 
ty, they are an asset. They don't cost 
you money—they make you money. It 
Isn’t a question of whether you can 
afford brick roads— the question is 
how you can get money enough to­ 
gether to do without them.

Mule breeders differ to some extent 
over whether the mule colt's charac­ 
teristics are due most to tim1 jack or 
to the mare. 
Several investigators 
who h ate asked mule breeders for 
their experiences aud opinions have 
received information that was at vari­ 
ance. The weight of opinion, however, 
seems to incline that the external 
characteristics of the mule colt are 
given him by the jack, while his en­ 
durance, vigor and easiness to keep 
will depend upon the mare. 
So it will be seen that the scrub 
mare, the cat-hammed, washy type 
of little weight, or stamina will not 
make a suitable mother for the mule 
that is to sell well, 
Any sort of a 
mare will not do. but that is rather a 
popular idea among some growers. 
Take a big farm mare, one that will 
stand about 15, ir>’L» or 16 hands high, I 
and that weighs anywhere from 1,400 
to 1,800 pounds, and bred to a good 
jack she should produce the kind of 
mules that the market is always look­ 
ing for. 
When the jack is selected he should 
be of fair size and weight at about 
1.00U to 1,200 pounds, and have the 
right kind of a pedigree back of him.

The pest destroyer in this instance 
is in the shape of a cake in a contain­ 
er which is secured to the end of the 
hose at the spigot.

WHEN TO PRUNE THE GRAPE 


W ork May Be Done From Dropping o! 


Leaves in Fall to Swelling of 


Buds in Spring.

i (By U. P. HEDRICK. M assachusetts Ex­ 
periment Station.) 
Grapes may be pruned from the 
j dropping of tile leaves in the fall to 
the swelling of the buds in the spring. 
Pruning atter sap begins to flow is 
devitalizing. 
It is seldom advisable 
to prune when vines are frozen, as 
the brittle canes are easily broken 
during handling. 
Summer pruning is far less practiced 
now than formerly, with a tendency 
to do less and less of it. 
It is used 
to remove surplus shoots and in head­ 
ing back canes to keep them within 
limits. 
Very often shoots grow from weak 
j buds on the fruiting canes to the detri­ 
ment of the fruit-bearing shoots. These 
weaklings should be rubbed off 
So, 
too. shoots often break from arms, 
spurs or even the trunk where They 
are not wanted. 
These should be re- 
1 moved. 
Secondary shoots sometimes 
appear on fruiting shoots, especially in 
J the axiL of the latter; these should be 
rubbed off. 
Here, for the most part, I 
summer pruning should end.
